Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3-13 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Arguments presented in Remarks filed on 12/8/03 are persuasive in overcoming the 
rejection of claims 3-13 as being unpatentable over Cao (U.S. Patent No. 6,396,607) in view of 
Aizawa (IP Application Publication 08-288902). Specifically, Applicant is persuasive in 
identifying that the references fail to disclose a detector for detecting the modulation-phase of an 
optical signal and a controller controlling the delay adjust according to the modulation phase as 
proposed.
